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WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme 
Court ruled today that former President 
Richard M. Nixon is not entitled to control 
his White House tapes and documents. The 
decision is the first step toward allowing the 
public access to the materials. 
The justices, voting 7 to 2, decided that 
Congress acted within its authority when it 
passed the law in 1974 seizing nearly 5,000 
hours of tapes and 42 million pages of 
documents 
generated 
by 
Nixon’s 
presidency. 
The court rejected all arguments by 
Nixon’s attorneys that the law was uncon­ 
stitutional. 
Congress 
has before it proposed 
regulations providing for public access to 


the materials. If the regulations, drafted by 
the General Services Administration, are 
adopted, they might still be subject to chal­ 
lenge through the courts — a process that 
could take years. 
Still pending before the high court is a suit 
to make the 30 Nixon tapes played at the 
Watergate cover-up trial available for 
copying, sale and broadcast. Public access 
to those tapes, however, is included with the 
other materials covered in today’s decision. 
There was no comment immediately from 
Nixon or his lawyers. 
Former 
Special 
Prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski, who argued the case for the 
government before the Supreme Court,, 
said, 'The United States government paid 


for the installation of the devices that 
resulted in the tape recordings, paid for the 
material that was used” and therefore the 
materials belong to the people. 
Nixon has had access to all the material 
for use in writing his memoirs and Jaworski 
said he felt that was appropriate. But, he 
added, “ I think that the titles to them as 
well as the control and supervision of their 
use should be exercised by the govern­ 
ment.” 
The decision is a victory for the gover­ 
nment, which has fought for the last three 
years to hold on to the nearly 5,000 hours of 
tape recordings and the millions of pages of 
documents. 
Specifically, the court’s majority ruled 


that the law passed by Congress to prevent 
Nixon from taking the tapes and documents 
with him to San Clemente after his 
resignation on Aug. 9, 1974 did not violate 
the doctrine of separation of powers bet­ 
ween die branches of government, did not 
violate Nixon’s privilege of confidentiality 
or his right to privacy. 
The court also said the law was not a "bill 
of attainder” — an individualized penalty 
imposed by a legislature rather than a 
court. 
Justice William J. Brennan wrote the 
court’s majority opinion, joined by Justices 
Potter Stewart, Thurgood Marshall and 
John Paul Stevens. 
Justices Byron R. White, Lewis F. Powell 


and Harry A. Blackmun joined most parts 
of the decision. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justice William H. Rehmjuist dissented. 


Among the almost 900 reels of tape 
covered by the court’s decision are the now- 
famous 30 tapes which helped force Nixon 
from office in disgrace in the wake of the 
Watergate scandals. The 30 tapes were used 
at the Watergate cover-up trial of Nixon’s 
closest aides.

The tapes now will remain with the 
government until archivists sift through 
them to determine which can be released to 
the public and which may be returned to 
Nixon. The tapes include conversations in 
the White House Oval Office, the Cabinet 
Room, the Lincoln Sitting Room and 
Nixon’s offices at the Executive Office 
Building and Camp David in Maryland. 
Congress passed the 1974 law after 
determining that Nixon was not a reliable 
custodian for the documents and tapes.

FREEDOM FROM SMUT 
The so-called victimless crimes of pornography and 
prostitution are turning out to be not so victimless after 
all. 
The situation is most acute in New York, the city that 
epitomizes so much that is good and bad in American 
society. The Times Square area, especially, has become 
the world’s greatest center of sex for sale. If the visitor’s 
eyes are not assailed by theater marquees and peepshow 
signs promising the utmost in salacious entertainment, 
his person is accosted by brazen ladies of the evening — 
or morning or afternoon. 
While it may be true that pornography and prostitution 
are victimless in that no one is forced to patronize either 
product or service, it is also true that Times Square has 
been turned into a physically and spiritually blighted 
area and that there are, indeed, victims — the citizens 
whose right NOT to be affronted by these activities is 
being grievously violated. The same problem is 
emerging to a lesser degree in other large cities. 
It is ironic that only a few years ago, the guardians of 
the public morality diligently prosecuted anyone they 
could find secretly enjoying a dirty book, even in the 
privacy of his own home. Today, the authorities seem 
utterly paralyzed whr 
* "omes to controlling ,ne in­ 
creasingly blatant public exploitation of sex. We have 
carried Supreme Court interpretations of the First 
Amendment right of free speech and press to a ridiculous 
extreme. 
It need not be, says a distinguished legal authority. In 
the matter of pornography, at least, there could be a 
compromise which protects the rights of those who want 
to view or read it as well as the rights of those who don’t. 
Writing in Atlantic magazine, attorney Charles 
Rembar says that the courts should be guided by the 
constitutional right of privacy, which includes the right 
to be let alone. “Exhibition inside theaters is in thir; sense 
private; no one is compelled to enter. The same > p Dooks 
and magazines; no one is forced to read then' 
“But once the stuff spills onto the strer 
- on theater 
marquees or posters, in storefront windows or newstand 
displays — the privacy of those ^* fside is assaulted... If 
the people wish to forbid public e 
Mon which dismays 
some of those who are trying to enjo, .heir clear right to 
use the streets and sidewalks free of assault, there is no 
First Amendment reason that ought to stand in the way.” 
First Amendment handwringers might pay some at­ 
tention to Rembar. It was he who won the landmark legal 
battles which freed “Lady Chatterley’s Lover” and 
“Fanny 4ill” (how innocent they now seem) from the 
Rembar, also recommends that we discard the term 
“obscene” for legal purposes altogether, since it carries 
an impossible burden of passionate conviction from both 
sides and diverts attention from real issues. 
But while so many things once considered to be “ob­ 
scene” have been found to be protected by the First 
Amendment, he adds that this does not mean that the 
flow of expression cannot be channeled. Even our most 
liberal Supreme Court justices have agreed that the First 
Amendment is not infringed by laws that seek to 
safeguard children or to prevent unwanted displays to a 
captive audience, or to distinguish between expression 
and action. 
“The control of conduct has never been restricted by 
the First Amendment. Indeed, the control of conduct is 
the primary business of government.” 
In New York, says Rembar, 42nd Street constitutes a 
public nuisance. No need to cogitate and strain over 
whether the displays are obscene. What is thrust upon 
the passerby can be regulated because the citizens feel it 
is disagreeable or offensive or unhealthy — “that is, if 
there are enough such citizens so that under 
democratic process they constitute a majority ”

Each June, millions of new job-seekers spill out of the 
nation’s schools.

USERS FEES FOR 
BARGES?

The Iowa Department of 
Transportation held public 
hearings recently in Des Moines 
on a proposal to levy taxes on 
barges for their use of the inland 
rivers. 
The proposed fees would be 
similar in concept to highway 
u$er fees levied through license 
plates, fuel tax and toll orads in 
which the users pay for the 
maintenance 
of 
roads 
and 
bridges. Iowa is thinking of a 3- 
cent per gallon fuel tax on 
barges and a $32 toll each time a 
barge passes through an inland 
waterway locking system. 
While such fees would have to 
be approved by the U.S. 
Congress, which has final 
authority over the inland 
waterways, Iowa is trying to use 
its proposal as a springboard to 
a large study that would apply 
nationwide. On the national 
level, the proposal would affect 
every taxpayer and would have 
particular relevance to river 
ports, such as Hanniball. 
Those who favor the river fees 
say it is only fair for the big 
users of the river to pay for its 
maintenance. 
The 
Army 
Corps 
of 
Enginners 
has 
proposed to build all new lock 
and dam projects along the 
river, such as the $400,000,000 
reconstruction of Lock and Dam 
No. 26 at Alton, 111. Barge 
companies should ease the 
burden of taxpayers in financing 
that work, the proponents say. 
The only beneficiaries of new 
locks and dams would be barge 
firms 
and grain elevator 
operators located near the river, 
they say. 
The river fee proponents are a 
familiar 
coalition 
of 
en­ 
vironmentalists, railroads and 
consumer groups who first came 
together in opposition to the 
reconstruction of the Alton dam. 
The opponents, logically, are 
barge companies and those who 
benefit from low-cost barge 


transportation, such as farmer 
sand riverside inudstries. 
Railroads argue that it is 
unfair for barges to use the river 
free of charge as they now do 
while taxpayers finance river 
maintenance. This constitutes 
federal subsidization of the 
barge industry at the expense of 
railroads, they say. 
Barge companies reply that 
other forms of transportation 
have been subsidized in the past, 
including railroads. They add 
that the fees would increase 
shipping costs, thus decreasing 
grain prices paid to fanners. 
The issue is a long way from 
any conclusion, but it is an 
importanat one (or this area.

OF IRELAND

Since Ireland has always been 
the “Isle of Saints and Artists,” 
it was logical for Finance 
Minister Charles Haughey to 
transform the country into a tax 
haven for artists the world over. 
However, to enjoy tax exem­ 
ption writers, sculptors, pain­ 
ters and composers must not 
merely become residents of 
Ireland. Their work must also 
be classed as “cultural and 
artistic” and their revenues, 
from the four corners of the 
world, must be credited in 
Ireland. 
Since 1969 the government has 
received 789 requests from 
artists wanting to protect their 
sensitivities from the torments 
of the tax man. Of these, 574 
were granted and 147 are under 
examination. Among the elect 68 
per cent are writers, 23 per cent 
painters, 6 per cent sculptors, 
and 3 per cent musicians. Half of 
these are not of Irish origin. 
The influx has caused a 
cultural and literary renewal in 
Ireland and has had other 
positive results. A good amount 
of foreign currency flows into 
the country. In addition the 
artists do pay taxes on the ex­ 
ternal manifestation of wealth, 


including property taxes on 
lavish residences.

And a home 
Nine out of 10 prospective 
home buyers today ask about 
the heating and electricity costs 
of homes they are shown, ac­ 
cording to a survey of 200 
members of the National 
Association of Realtors. 
At first sight, the only sur­ 
prising thing about this is that 
the figure is not lOout of 10. 
But the survey, which was 
conducted for Owens-Corning 
Fiberglas Corp. by Marsteller 
Research, also found that while 
almost every home buyer in 
every income range is greatly 
concerned about fuel and utility 
bills, surprisingly few ask about 
the specific energy-saving 
features a house might have. 
What this means, says Owens- 
Coming vice president Guy O. 
Mabry, is 
that home buyers 
need to be taught how to 
evaluate

saving potential and to ask 
questions that in the long run 
could save them substantial 
amounts of money. 
For instance, questions about 
the kind of heating system, type 
of fuel needed, whether the 
house is equipped with double­ 
pane or storm windows, etc. 
Something that could greatly 
assist home buyers, especially 
buyers of new homes is what 
Mabry calls an EPM (energy- 
per-month) rating for houses, 
much like the MPG (miles-per- 
gallon) rating of new cars. 
This would be a figure arrived 
at by considering manufac­ 
turers’ efficiency ratings for 
furnaces, cooling systems and 
appliances, fuel usage and costs, 
insulation and other factors. 
With the price of fuel going 
nowhere but up, it is not im­ 
probable that we may see the 
day when even owners of older 
homes, who havae no intention 
of selling, will be asking experts 
in to determine the EPM ratings 
of their houses and tell them how 
they can boost them.

BIG CARS AND GA SOUNE

is that many large families have 
to have big cars, and one large 
one would save more energy 
than owning two small ones. An 
increased gasoline tax would 
also hurt most of those who need 
and must have motor vehicles to 
get to and from work. 
It seems to many people that a 
better way is to refuse to allow 
the motor vehicle manufac­ 
turers to sell anything that 
would get less than25 or 30 miles 
to the gallon of gasoline. With 
their advanced technology, it is 
a certainty that the engineers 
for these companies can devise 
an engine that would get greater 
mileage, regardless of the size 
of the vehicle. 
A nation that can send a man 
to the moon surely can invent a 
lower gasoline consuming motor 


Legalization of common situs 
picketing would permit a union, 
which had a quarrel with one 
subcontractor on a construction 
project, to picket not only 
subcontractor himself but the 
entire project, and shut it down. 
It 
thus would give building 
trades unions a powerful 
weapon to force subcontractors 
to employ only union labor. 
The Opinion Research Corp. of 
Princeton, N.J., has been taking 
polls on common situs picketing 
every year since 1966. 
Every poll has shown that a 
majority of the American people 
oppose it. 
The most recent showed 72 per 
cent opposed, with only 17 per 
cent in favor, and 11 per cent 
expressing no opinion. 
Even a majority of union 
members, 54 per cent, said they 
were against giving a union the 
power to shut down an entire 
construction project when it had 
a quarrel with only a single 
subcontractor. 
Encouraged by these findings, 
the construction industry and 
the Right-to-Work Committee 
launched a campaign, calling on 
the public to make its voice 
heard. And the public did. 
Democrats who had given IOUs 
to organized labor and were 
expected to vote in favor of the 
bill switched. As Rep. John Ash- 
brook, R-Ohio, said later: “They 
clearly didn’t want to walk the 
plank on this one. ” 
Rep. Frank Thompson Jr., D- 
N.J., the principal sponsor of the 
bill, believes its defeat bodes ill 
for organized labor’s drive for 
repeal of Section 14 (b) of the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 
This is the provision that 
enabales states like Arizona to 
have right-to-work laws. 
Polls have shown that most 
Americans are in favor of such 
laws. If they make their voices 
heard, as they did on common 
situs picketing, the drive for 
repeal is doomed.

Bootlegging 
Is Growing Business

Another sign of middle age... when the phone rings on 
Saturday night and you hope it’s not for you. 


WASHINGTON - The des­ 
perate sear’1' for a cancer 
cure has pr <, :ed a bootleg 
business in La . le, an amber- 
colored extract of apricot pits, 
which the federal government 
has banned as a quack 
medicine. 
The soaring demand has at­ 
tracted profiteers seeking to 
line their pockets by pandering 
to anguished cancer victims. 
According to a confidential 
House report, Laetrile now has 
a higher mark-up than heroin. 
Of all the Laetrile bootleg­ 
gers, the most worrisome is a 
band of anarchists who call 
themselves Posse Commitatus 
(Latin for “Power of the Coun­ 
ty”). They don’t recognize the 
federal government, refuse to 
pay taxes and, in moments of 
high passion, advocate the 
assassination of federal offi­ 
cials. Some of the more 
demonstrative have already 
assaulted tax collectors and 
are on the run from police war­ 
rants. 
These vigilantes run a 
Laetrile factory in Manitowoc, 
Wis. The workers wear pistols 
strapped to their belts in open 
view. Two were arrested for 
refusing entry to federal in­ 
spectors. 
The authorities, nevertheless, 
confiscated 12 tons of apricot 


kernels and 100,000 unfilled 
drug capsules. Federal in­ 
vestigators estimate the plant 
could supply enough Laetrile 
for 6,000 people a day. 
Even more disturbing, the 
Posse members are using their 
illegal Laetrile profits to 
purchase weapons. They have 
stockpiled large caches, ac­ 
cording to government 
sources, of guns and ammuni­ 
tion. 
A confidential memo, pre­ 
pared for Rep. Henry Waxman, 
D.-Calif., claims that other 
profiteers are also cashing in 
on the controversial cancer 
drug. “Several of the Laetrile 
proponents have been involved 
in various stock swindles,” the 
memo charges. “Their interest 
in 
L a e t r i le 
is 
not 
humanitarian.” 
One of these entrepreneurs is 
Andrew McNaughton, a 
former arms merchant, who 
promotes drugs around the 
world. 
M cN aughton 
acknowledged to us that he has 
been convicted of a stock swin­ 
dle in Canada but insisted he is 
innocent. The case is now 
under review. 
Another Laetrile promoter is 
Ernest Krebs Jr., the son of the 


moting another drug, Vitamin 
B-15, to improve the perfor­ 
mance of race horses. Krebs 
told us he did not promote the 
vitamin and insisted that 
“neither my father nor myself 
have received one cent from 
Laetrile." 
The House memo cites the 
scientific evidence against 
Laetrile, noting that “purity 
and safety may vary.” Subs­ 
tances sold on the black 
market for huge profits may 
not be pure Laetrile, it adds. 
Yet despite the warnings of 
the white-coated experts, thou­ 
sands of cancer sufferers con­ 
tinue to turn to Laetrile as 
some sort of mystical cure. The 
congressional analysts concede 
that there are arguments in 
favor of Laetrile. They 
acknowledge that cancer vic­ 
tims have little to lose and 
perhaps should be allowed to 
take whatever medication they 
want. 
However, “patients may 
forego orthodox treatment and 
take Laetrile until their cancer 
is too advanced to treat,” the 
memo warns. Rep. Waxman, 
who is fighting its legalization 
in California, told us he is try­ 
ing to save cancer patients 
from becoming “victims of 
quackery." 
The first real victim, tra­ 
gically, was 10-month-old 
Elizabeth Hankin of Attica, 
N.Y., who died of cyanide 
poisoning after taking an over­ 
dose of her father’s Laetrile 
pills. She has become the first 
casualty a in bitter war be­ 
tween the medical establish­ 
ment and Laetrile advocates.

We have now learned from 
government sources that the 
North Koreans still operate 
smuggling rings in many of the 
90 countries with which they 
have formal relations. 
They are buying liquor and 
cigarettes tax-free and then 
peddling them on the black 
market. The smuggling is 
sanctioned by Pyongyang, ac­ 
cording to our sources, as a 
means of financing the foreign 
missions. 
It is also likely that the North 
Koreans are using some of 
their black market profits to 
offset their foreign debts. 
Pyongyang has been unable to 
meet its payments on about 
$1.4 billion in loans from West 
Germany, France, England 
and Japan. 
Five separate loan agree­ 
ments have been rescheduled 
this year alone, and North 
Korea has been unable to ar­ 
range a new loan since 1975. 
In the earlier escapades, the 
North Koreans used their dip­ 
lomatic privileges to buy duty­ 
free goods in East Germany. 
Then they crossed a ferry into 
Denmark and Sweden, ped­ 
dling their illicit products in 
small towns and hamlets. 
They are now more cautious 
but still engage in massive 
smuggling, according to our 
sources.

JEFFERSON CITY - The 
rail industry has been eclipsed 
in recent years by the trucking 
industry, but the rails still 
represent 
a 
much-needed 
though uncertain life line for 
shippers 
of certain 
bulk 
commodities. 


Shifts in transportation or a 
decline 
of 
business 
on 
established lines have left 
railroads 
holding 
varying 
amounts 
of 
unproductive 
track. Cutbacks in service or 
outright abandonment 
of 
track 
has 
accelerated 
in 
recent years, sometimes to 
the exasperation of grain and 


fertilizer 
shippers. 
In 
Missouri, 22 lines representing 
approximately 375 miles of 
track have been abandoned 
since 1970. 
In the past, abandonment 
could be contested on grounds 
of its detrimental effect on a 
community. For the past year, 
though, relaxed regulations of 
the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission 
have 
made 
abandonment 
easier, 
as 
railroads can no longer be 
forced 
to 
operate 
lines 
representing financial bur­ 
dens. On the otherhand, some 
federal matching funds to 
communities 
interested 
in 
sharing the cost of main­ 
taining a line that would 
normally be abandoned will be 
available in Missouri this 
year. 
The 
Missouri 
Farm ers 
Association 
is 
heavily 
dependent upon the rails for 
seasonal shipment of grain 
and fertilizer. The company’s 
operation of approximately 
130 grain elevators and 105 
bulk fertilizer plants has been 
hampered by poor rail ser­ 
vice, 
says 
Lowell 
Morse, 
MFA’s manager of rail, barge 
and export transportation. 
“Our use of- the rails is 
based on cost, not service,” 
Morse 
said. 
“They 
(rail 
operators) don’t have the cars 
or service to handle the 
business 
they 
have 
now. 
Sometimes, we literally have 
to shove the business down 
their throats.” 
MFA’s Columbia plant is 
located on a 22-mile stretch of 
branch 
line 
owned 
and 
operated by the Norfolk & 
Western Railway Company. 
N&W reaped $2.8 million gross 
revenues from the line in 1976, 
and MFA records indicate it 
alone accounted for 103 of the 
cars that were loaded with 
commodities and moved up to 
the main line for further 
transport. On the statewide 
level, the MFA moves bet­ 
ween 
30,000 
and 
40,000 
carloads of commodities in a 
year. 
MFA’s basic complaint is 
that rail 
service is 
not 
available when the company 
needs it. 
The seasonal 
nature 
of 
MFA’s business with the rails 


is responsible for some of the 
transportation problems that 
arise between shipper and 
railroad in this case, says 
William Martin, manager of 
news services for the N&W. 
“ When 
you’ve 
got 
everybody trying to get their 
crops in during one week in 
August we can’t have all our 
cars in Missouri,” Martin 
said. “We’ve got a heck of a lot 
of people asking for the same 
thing.” 
Morse contests the claim 
that 
car 
shortages occur 
mostly at fall harvest time. 
“The 
most 
critical car 
shortages we’ve experienced 
are from January to April, 
and there is no grain har­ 
vesting going on at that time,” 
Morse said. “The peaks and 
valleys of grain movement 
have been leveled out to a 
certain extent,” Morse said, 
as more farmers are storing 
grain on their own farms and 
moving it at different times 
throughout the year. 
Martin indicated a new 
freight car can cost anywhere 
from $20,000 to $40,000. At that 
cost, he said, the N&W cannot 
afford to buy an unlimited 
number of expensive cars, 
such as the top-loading hopper 
cars favored by the MFA and 
other commodity shippers 
“Many times I’ve seen tliese 
hopper cars stored,” saio W. 
B. Tanner, 
N&W superin­ 
tendent 
in 
Moberly, 
Mo. 
“Sometimes 
there 
is 
no 
demand for these expensive 
cars. This hasn’t been true, 
though, in the last three 
months,” Tanner said, as 
spring has brought a renewed 
agricultural demand for rail 
service. 
“We’ll hear from shippers 
wanting to know why they 
can’t get hopper cars. Some 
will call Lie local represen­ 
tative, same will call me and 
some will go to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and 
file complaints.” 
Seasonal 
hopper 
car 
shortages are not peculiar to 
the N&W, Tanner said. All 
railroads experience similiar 
shortages at the same times in 
the year. 
Morse attributes statewide 
rail service problems to the 
railroads’ 
unwillingness 
to 


make the capital investments 
needed to improve operation 
of the lines. 
"Railroad companies are 
diversifying, they’re trying to 
get out of the rail tran­ 
sportation business as best 
they can,” Morse said. The 
I.C.C. is currently involved in 
an investigation of the extent 
to which conglomerates may 
be siphoning profits off their 
rail interests and investing 
that money in other areas. 
Broad federal regulation of 
the rail industry, though, has 
hurt investment and ultimate 
growth, said David Blodgett, 
assistant director of 
the 
railroads for the Missouri 
Departm ent 
of 
Tran­ 
sportation. 
Blodgett believes, however, 
the rail companies are not 
looking for an easy way out of 
the transportation business 
but are looking for outside 
help to make the rails an at­ 
tractive investment. 
“ Many 
railroads 
have 


diversified into non-rail areas 
where a reasonable rate of 
return can be made,” Blodgett 
said. “The industry as a whole 
mas not earned a 4 per cent 
return on investment since the 
1950’s. Even savings accounts 
pay more. 
“The best way to encourage 
railroads capable of providing 
the service the public needs is 
to create an environment 
which would encourage in­ 
vestment. This would include 
more equal treatment by 
government in the regulation 
and 
promotion 
of tran­ 
sportation 
facilities 
and 
service,” he said. 
Blodgett said he would like 
to see new attitudes toward 
rail taxation and the operation 
of uneconomical branch lines. 
Morse believes tight fedejal 
regulation has kept the rail 
industry from manipulating 
rates to diminish competition. 


“You’ve got to ask yourself 
what brought the I.C.C. into 


I existence,” Morse said. “It 
wasn’t born out of someone’s 
imagination. The rails took 
advantage of the public years 
ago. If you gave than the 


power to raise and lower their 
own rates, they would price 
the truckers out of business. 
I’ve seen it happen too many 
times.” He said once com­ 
petition had been minimized, 
the railroads would return to 
higher rates. 


Despite MFA’s grievances, 
not all shippers are disap­ 
pointed with the service they 
now 
receive 
from 
the 
railroads in Missouri. Sunset 
Coal does substantially more 
business than the MFA with 
the 
N&W on 
the same 
Columbia branch line, and 
regional 
representative 
Howard McGee says the rail 
service is rarely inadequate. 
“Once in a while a train will 
run off the track,” McGee 
said. “As a rule, though, we’ve 
not had a bit of trouble.”

About 14 
million of them or a little more 
than'10 per cent, wear contacts. 
There are no figures avail­ 
able on the number of people 
who need glasses, but don’t 
wear them. Dr. Ronald Fair, 
the association president, said, 
however, that “everybody over 
the age of 60 probably needs 
glasses.” 
He said the eye’s 
ability to change focus from 
near to far or vice versa starts 
diminishing 
when 
a 
person 
reaches 40 and is usually gone 
completely within 20 years. 
Prices for glasses vary wide­ 
ly , depending on the complexity 
of the prescription, the quality 
of the lens, the type of fram es 
you select and the place you 
get them. Contact lenses gener­ 
ally 
cost 
more 
than 
con­ 
ventional 
glasses 
and 
soft 
lenses are about twice as ex­ 
pensive as hard ones. 
Comparison 
shopping 
by 
price may be difficult. Thè 
American Association of Re­ 
tired Persons says only five 
states and the District of Co­ 
lumbia allow unrestricted price 
advertising of eyeglasses. Other 
states limit or prohibit such ad­ 
vertising. The Federal Trade 
C ommission 
is 
considering 
regulations to change the situ­ 
ation, but you'll have to do 
your own fact-finding for the 
time being. 
Here, in question and answer 
form, are some basics to keep 
in mind: 
Q. W hat is the difference be­ 
tween an ophthamologist, an 
optometrist and an optician? 
A. Ophthamologists are phy­ 
sicians who specialize in the 
care of the eye and related 
structures, providing medical 
and surgical treatment. They 
may 
or 
may 
not 
dispense 
glasses. 
O ptom etrists 
a re 
trained and licensed to examine 
the eyes and prescribe lenses. 
They hold doctoral degrees, but 


are not medical doctors and do 
not treat eye diseases or per­ 
form 
surgery. 
Opticians 
fill 
prescriptions and manufacture 
and dispense glasses. 
If you want an eye exam­ 
ination, you have to go to an 
ophthamologist or optometrist. 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration also says contact lenses 
should be prescribed and fitted 
by an optometrist or ophthamo­ 
logist. 
Q. What should an eye exam­ 
ination include? 
A. A personal and family his­ 
tory, an external and internal 
examination of the eye, in­ 
cluding checks for such dis­ 
eases as glaucoma; 
“visual 
acuity” tests to determine how 
well you can see and refraction 
tests to find out what is needed 
to correct errors. 
Q. How much will all this 
cost? 
A. Fair said the typical ex­ 
amination costs $20 to $50. This 
does not include the cost of the 
glasses, nor does it cover dis­ 
pensing fees. Lens prices de­ 
pend largely on the type of cor­ 
rection you need. The lenses 
may be made of plastic or 
glass which has been treated to 
resist breakage. (Neither kind 
is 
completely 
shatterproof.) 
Frames generally start at $12 
to $15 and Fair said $50 is 
about typical. 
Reminder: Always ask for an 
itemized 
bill, 
listing 
each 
charge separately so you will 
know where your money is go­ 
ing. 
Q. How often do you need an 
eye exam? 
A. It depends on the individ­ 
ual. If you have a vision prob­ 
lem, the doctor should tell you 
when to return for a checkup. 
A general rule of thumb is once 
every two years for adults and 
once a year for children. 
Q. Should I get contact lenses 
or glasses? 
A. Again, it depends on the 
individual. Not everyone can 
wear contacts. 
The optome­ 
trists group estimates that 73 
per cent of all contact lens 
wearers are female and almost 
half are under 24. 
Q. Are soft contact lenses 
easier to wear? 


A. The FDA reports that 
many people find soft lenses 
more comfortable and easier to 
wear, because the sensation of 


having a foreign body in the 
eye goes away within four or 
five minutes. The FDA says, 
however, that there are some 
drawbacks in addition to the 
higher cost. Soft lenses tear 
easily and become worn from 
handling and they require spe­ 
cial care to prevent them from 
absorbing bacteria and other 
impurities. The FDA says soft 
lenses have an average life 
span of about a year; Fair says 
the average is closer to 18 
months.

David Bird of Sikeston is going to be a very busy man the next few 
weeks, and the people of Sikeston may profit from it. 
Bird has been appointed as chairm an of a group which is at­ 
tempting to get the Senior Babe Ruth League World Series awarded 
to Sikeston for 1978. The appointment was made at a meeting of in­ 
terested persons June 17, where the idea of hosting the Series was 
discussed. 
Bird said that the Babe Ruth Baseball office in Trenton, New 
Jersey has been very interested in hearing that Sikeston will bid for 
the 16-18 year-old classic in 1978. 
Discussion of the possibility of Sikeston hosting a Babe Ruth 
League World Series began over a month ago. A meeting of Junior 
Babe Ruth League m anagers and coaches resulted in a decision on 
their part to make a bid for the 13-15 World Series. 
But State 16-18 year old commissioner Bob Ralph later persuaded 
the group to think along the lines of hosting the Senior Babe Ruth 
Series, after a conversation with Babe Ruth Field Commissioner 
Ron Tellefsen.

“He (Tellefesen) said that we’d have a better chance to get the IS­ 
IS Series, since the requirements were easier to meet and since not 
as many cities would be bidding,” Ralph reported. 
1975 s Midwest Plains Regional in the Senior Babe Ruth division 
was a popular one with area baseball fans, and the decision was 
made to concentrate efforts on obtaining the “big one” for the City of 
Sikeston 


“Within twoor three weeks, Tellefsen will behere,” said Bird, who 
is in the process of obtaining chairmen for twelve different areas of 
tournament operation Tellefsen and other Babe Ruth officials will 
be making an on-the - spot inspection of the City of Sikeston,the 
facilities at VFW Stadium and will visit with city officials. 


“They’ll be coming here right after they visit Murfreesboro, 
Tennessee,” said Bird about the visit of the Babe Ruth brass, em­ 
phasizing the need of Sikeston to make a good show if it is going to be 
awarded the Series. The group, including Tellefsen, will probably 
visit within the next two or three weeks, Bird said. 
That may seem like little time to organize a team to put on such a 
big and prestigious event, but Bird said that he thinks it can be done. 
* ‘If every one does their job, we should get it together in a week or ten 


days.’ 
Bird hopes to have a meeting with interested Sikeston people this 
week to talk about committee appointments and get the ball rolling. 
To host the 16-18 World Series, the community must guarantee 
Babe Ruth Baseball $28,000. The money is to be paid in four in­ 
stallments, with the first $7,000 due when the contract is signed. This 
deposit guarantees that the hosting group and community will meet 
all future financial and operating requirements and is considered a 
gesture of “good faith” . 


The group will solicit pledges and support from all the local civic 
organizations soon, Bird said, with pleas going out to the Jaycees, 
Lions, Kiwanis and other services clubs. He emphasized that it 
probably won’t be that difficult to get the initial $7,000 guarantee, 
once everyone sees the benefits the tournament will bring to 
Sikeston. But more important will be the obtaining of moral support, 
not just financial backing. 


“They (BRL officials) want the whole town to be involved,” Bird 
pointed out. Local enthusiasm is listed number one in the basic 
requirements for hosting the Series. If only a small group is willing 
to work and get involved, the chances or obtaining the tournament 


are slim. 
Ralph said that experience in hosting previous tournaments and 
size of the town ar a two very important criteria for hosting the event 
Officials were 
ery impressed with the way the Midwest Plains 
Regional was handled in 1975, and also were interested in Sikeston 
because of its small size. Murfreesboro’s population is over 26,000, 
compared with Sikeston’s 15,000-plus citizens. 


The World Series would bring the best teams from all over the 
country to meet for the National championship. An all-star 
from Sikeston would also be in the tournament.

He has just signed a contract 
with Word Records, the biggest 
distributor worldwide of reli­ 
gious music. “I’ve picked 11 
good, old, well-known Gospel 
hymns that will be'our first al­ 
bum for Word, and we’ll do 
that the first week in June,” 
said Ford, who has cut 83 al­ 
bums. 
“My faith has always been 
very strong with me. I’ve al­ 
ways loved religious music, and 
I’ve sung it since I was 3 years 
old,” 
said 
Ford, 
who 
was 
raised a Methodist in Bristol, 


Tenn. 
“When I got into television, I 
had the opportunity to present 
this music in a way I thought 
people wanted to hear it. It is 
great music and you can smile 
when you sing it — you don’t 
have to put on sackcloth and sit 
in a pile of ashes.” 
His 
biggest 
hit 
was 
“16 
Tons,” the tale of a hard-work­ 
ing, poor man who keeps sinkT 
ing deeper in debt. The “great 
documentary 
folk song,” as 
Ford calls it, sold seven million 
single records. 
In 
Portola Valley, 
the 
wealthy suburb 30 miles to the 
south where he moved after 
leaving his highly rated TV 
series in 1961, Ford’s personal 
life 
revolves 
mostly around 
neighbors, wife Betty and the 
Sharon Heights Golf and Coun­ 
try Club. 
His two sons are grown and 
are making their own careers 
in 
Nashville, 
the 
unofficial 
headquarters for Ford’s style of 
music. Brion, 27, is married 
and singing; Buck, 25, is writ­ 
ing, producing and performing. 
That gives Tennessee Ernie 
and Betty, his wife of 34 years, 
“a brand new life,” he said. A 
lingering pain in the elbow has 
curbed his golf game, but not 
his 
domino-playing

friends. 
Ford said he likes being able 
to pick and choose what to do 
and when to do it.

fantasies as 
“Watership 
Down” and “The Wind In The 
Willows” ought to have a happy 
tim e with Ben Lucien Burrnan’s 
latest tale — the first in 11 
years — about the all-too-hu- 
rnan anim als who live at Cat­ 
fish Bend. 
The story’s a simple enough 
adventure tale on the surface, 
but those wishing to probe a bit 
deeper will find an abundance 
of satire directed against some 
contemporary phenomena. 
Life in Catfish Bend is idyllic, 
but there has to be a snake in 
any Eden. In this case its a 
pack of New York frogs pass­ 


ing through the rural ham let on 
their way to Paradise Valley — 
a supposed place of milk and 
honey in California. The New 
York frogs get to rapping with 
the young frogs of Catfish Bend 
and after listening to stories 
about life in the Big City the 
latter become discontented with 
Catfish Bend. 
They revolt — by refusing to 
sing “Sweet Adeline” at choir 
practice. Instead they “want to 
sing some of the new pieces 
with plenty of noise in 'em .” 
The older denizens are shocked 
at this unseem ly display at first 
but gradually the constant talk 
among the young about the 
glories of Paradise Valley be­ 
gins to get to them.

“We have had increases 
of 15-20 per cent in one year, 
but it hasn’t been as dram atic, 
for instance, as cross-country 
skiing or tennis. 
“A few years ago when the 
book and movie 'Deliverance' 
came out, there was a dram at­ 
ic increase iq canoeing inter­ 
est, 
he said. “Deliverance" 
was the violent adventure of a 
group of men canoeing down a 
wild river. 


Sonderegger said canoeing is 
an old, established recreation 
with new twists, including new 
emphasis on wilderness trips, 
whitewater canoeing and rac­ 
ing. 
Canoes can be equipped with 
small motors and double 
fishing 
boats, 
and 
can 
rigged for sailing, too. 
A survey by Canoe Magazine

showed that 70 per cent ot tne 
canoes owned by Americans 
are aluminum. 
That doesn’t 
mean 
the 
other 
m aterials 
aren’t coming on strong — the 
survey 
showed 
canoes 
now 
come in 20 different materials. 
If you have the time, and are 
willing to pay several hundred 
dollars more than the off-the- 
shelf price, and love the beauty 
and grace of natural wood, you 
can order a wooden canoe from 
m anufacturers in New Eng­ 
land, Quebec and New Bruns­ 
wick in 14-to 18-foot lengths 
One wooden canoe, in the 
standard 17-foot length, weighs 
only 53 pounds, which is some­ 
thing to consider for portaging 
or car-loading. Some 17-foot 
aluminum canoes tip the scales 
as high as 95 pounds. 
The lightest of all the stand­ 
ard or near-standard length ca- 


noes listed in the survey was a 
16-foot, 4-inch craft made of 
epoxy Kevlar, that weighs only 
37 pounds.

The 1977 price range for ca­ 
noes runs from about $240 to

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Uncle 
Charlie will overlook “hells” 
and “dam ns” on Citizens Band 
radio channels, but will crack 
down on “really severe gutter 
language.” 
And what does he consider in­ 
decent? 
Language 
depicting 
“sexual and execretory activi­ 
ties and organs in a manner 
patently offensive by contempo­ 
rary community standards.” 
Uncle Charlie, of course, is 
the 
Federal Communications 
Commission to CBers. 
Use of indecent language is 
one of six “trigger" violations 
that determine his priorities in 
enforcing FCC regulations on 
the CB airwaves. 
Actually, indecent language 
is lumped with obscenity and 
profanity in that “ trigger” vio­ 
lation. 
But Deputy Chief Jam es C. 
McKinney of the Field Oper­ 
ations Bureau, the FCC’s en­ 
forcement arm, says the last 
two 
violations 
seldom 
are 
among Uncle Charlie's cita­ 
tions. 
“Profanity is not a viable 
term when it comes to broad­ 


ca stin g ,” 
M cKinney 
says. 
“There’s never been a court 
case won on the basis of pro­ 
fanity. So while it appears in 
the law, it’s never enforced.” 
McKinney says the obscenity 
charge seldom is made because 
it's definition will vary from lo­ 
cal court to local court. 
‘“Hell' and ‘dam n’ have nev­ 
er been considered anything 
we’d 
take 
action 
on,” 
McKinney says. “We’re talking 
about really severe gutter lan­ 
guage.” 
The FCC usually can count 
on help from the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation in enforc­ 
ing its ban on indecent lan­ 
guage. 
“We can deal with it adminis­ 
tratively by fines of up to $500 
a day and revocation of licens­ 
es,” 
McKinney 
says. 
“ But 
more likely the violator will be 
taken 
to 
(federal) 
district 
court.” 
In addition to violating FCC 
rules, use of indecent language 
on the air is a crim inal offense 
subject to a year in jail and a 
$10,000 fine. McKinney says jail 
sentences no longer are rare. 


In fact, an Indianapolis man 
was sentented to the full year 
in jail earlier this year by a 
U.S. District Court judge on 
charges including the broadcast 
of indecent language. Witnesses 
had testified that 
his radio 
transmissions were heard on 
television sets, radios and tele­ 
phones in his neighborhood 
“ U.S. attorneys tend to want 
to prosecute violators" because 
of the volume of complaints 


they generate, McKinney ex­ 
plains. 


"If we get one man spouting 
'off with a considerable amount 
of indecent language, we hear 
about it almost immediately 
and in great num bers." 


So, when a complaint reaches 
the FCC or the U.S. attorney, 
it’s usually turned over to the 
FBI which works with FCC 
agents in finding the offender.

DALLAS (AP) — The direc­ 
tor of a John F. Kennedy me­ 
morial museum located adja­ 
cent to the site of the Presi­ 
dent’s assassination has filed a 
motion for an injunction to pre­ 
vent a film crew from re-creat­ 
ing the shooting. 
Museum director John Ses­ 
sions had his lawyers file the 
motion Thursday for a per­ 
manent 
injunction 
against 
Charles Fries Productions Inc., 
which is based in Hollywood, 
Calif. 
The company is producing a 
movie scheduled for showing on 
ABC-TV next fall entitled “The 
Trial of Lee Harvey Oswald.” 
The W arren Commission said 
Oswald shot President Kennedy 
from a sixth-floor window of 
the Texas Schoolbook Depos­ 
itory Building on Nov. 22, 1963. 
Sessions’ 
motion 
said the 
blocking of all pedestrian traf- 


fic in the assassination area, 
which includes his museum, 
would substantially cut into his 
tourism business, especially on 
the July 4 holiday. The motion 
said this is traditionally one of 
the m useum ’s busiest times. 
About 70 per cent of the mov­ 
ie’s production is being shot in 
the Dallas area and scenes 
were to be filmed July 3-4 of 
blank shots being fired from 
the depository building. The 
Collin County Courthouse, about 
40 miles north of downtown 
Dallas, has been picked as the 
site where the trial portion of 
the filming will be shot. 
The movie, with a projected 
cost of $2 million, is supposed 
to depict what kind of trial Os­ 
wald might have had if he had 
not been shot two days after 
Kennedy’s death. 
A hearing on the motion was 
set for July 1 in Dallas.

The employment picture last 
month was also significantly 
better than it was a year ear­ 
lier, when those out of owrk to­ 
taled more than 125,000. 
The majority of the monthly 
gain in employment was con­ 
centrated in the nonmanufac­ 
turing sector where seasonal in­ 
creases in trade and services 
occurred, the division said.

Attorney ad ruling 
may affect other 


professions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court decision allow­ 
ing lawyers to advertise strikes 
down a cherished professional 
tradition and may set a prece­ 
dent that will lead to price list­ 
ing by doctors and other profes­ 
sionals. 
Monday’s 
decision, 
which 
came a year after the high 
court opened the way for pre­ 
scription drug advertising, may 
give physicians, optometrists, 
dentists, accountants and other 
professionals the freedom to 
announce their fees. 
The justices voted 5-4 to let 
lawyers advertise their fees for 
routine services such as draw­ 
ing up wills and handling un­ 
contested divorces. 
The court’s majority de­ 
scribed its decision as a boon 
for consumers, arguing that it 
serves no purpose to deny indi­ 
viduals the information con­ 
tained in lawyers’ ads. 
Most states enforce advertis­ 
ing bans, and the American 
Bar Association’s ethical stand­ 
ards do not permit lawyers to 
advertise their fees. 
However, the ABA recently 
modified its rules to allow law­ 
yers to list their names and le­ 
gal specialties in telephone di­ 
rectory advertising. 
In addition to the high court, 
the Federal Trade Commission 
is involved in opening up the 
professions to advertising. 
The commission has acted in 
a variety of areas, contending 
that such professional associ­ 
ation practices as precluding 
advertising and standardizing 
fees result in public confusion 
and higher prices. 
One area the FTC has en­ 
tered is the health care field. 
The commission has subpoe­ 
naed 
documents 
from 
the 
American Medical Association 


and various state and local 
medical societies in its probe. 
Congress has also become in­ 
volved in this area. Hearings 
were held last month by the 
Senate monopoly subcommittee 
on whether price advertising 
should be allowed in the sale of 
eyeglasses. 


In addition to ads, the FTC 
has conducted an active war 
against what it considers price 
fixing. 
Traditionally many profes­ 
sions have had scales of rela­ 
tive value for services per­ 
formed, issued as guidance to 
individuals on what to charge. 
And earlier this year the FTC 
charged the dental profession 
with price fixing. 
The American Dental Associ­ 
ation denied the charges and 
the FTC launched an investiga­ 
tion of the dental care industry. 
The American College of Ra­ 
diology was also barred last 
fall from using a value scale. 
In another inquiry, launched 
last July, the FTC is in­ 
vestigating whether dental lab­ 
oratories should be allowed to 
sell dentures directly to con­ 
sumers. 
In April an official of the 
commission’s Bureau of Com­ 
petition urged a probe of many 
other facets of health costs, in­ 
cluding physician licensing and 
certification requirements. The 
commission 
is 
already 
in­ 
vestigating medical school ac­ 
creditations. 
And the commission last Sep­ 
tember began a study of nurs­ 
ing homes to determine wheth­ 
er the industry engages in un­ 
fair or deceptive practices. 
Accountants too are feeling 
the pressure. An FTC investiga­ 
tion into the field began in 
March.

Nixon access, and to set up regulations 
providing for “public access” to most of the 
materials. 
Government archivists are to sift through 
the material, determining which of it is of 
“general historical value" and should be 
made public, and which of it involves purely 
personal matters — conversations between 
Nixon and members of his family, his 
personal diary and the like. 
The regulations which would make 
available to the public most of the Nixon­ 
generated materials will have to be ap­ 
proved by Congress, and so far three sets of 
regulations proposed hy the General Ser­ 
vices Administration have been turned 
down. 
The court’s ruling probably won’t end 
Nixon’s fight over the tapes and documents. 
More lawsuits are likely over the "public 
access” regulations eventually adopted. 
Nixon’s lawyers had argued before the 
high court last April that if the 1974 law was 
allowed to stand it would inhibit a free 
exchange of ideas within the executive 
branch — between a president and his 
aides. 
The lawyers also said that if Congress 
could pass a law affecting the materials of a 
president, it could pass a law seizing the 
papers of a Supreme Court justice. 
The law, however, does not necessarily 
set a precedent for all future presidents. Its 
wording affected only Richard Nixon. 
However, following the court’s reasoning 
in today’s decision, Congress could under 
certain circumstances also pass a law 
seizing the documents generated by Jimmy 
Carter or any future president. 
Nixon has one other case pending before 
the nation’s highest court — his challenge of 
a lower court’s decision that duplications of 
the 30 White House tapes used at the Water­ 
gate cover-up trial of former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell and ex-f-Nixon aides H. R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlichman may be 
released to the public. 
The television networks and a record 
company filed suit seeking access to the 
tapes for reproduction. The court will hear 
arguments in that case sometime next fall 
or winter. 
In dissent, Burger said the court’s 
decision "is a grave repudiation of nearly

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Court denies Nixon control of tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Supreme 
Court ruled today that former President 
Richard M Nixon is not entitled to control 
his White House tapes and documents. The 
decision is the first step toward allowing the 
public access to the m aterials. 
The justices, voting 7 to 2, decided that 
Congress acted within its authority when it 
passed the law in 1974 seizing nearly 5,000 
hours of tapes and 42 million pages of 
docum ents 
generated 
by 
Nixon’s 
presidency. 
The court rejected all arguments by 
Nixon’s attorneys that the law was uncon­ 
stitutional. 
C ongress 
has 
before 
it 
proposed 
regulations providing for public access to 


the materials. If the regulations, drafted by 
the General Services Administration, are 
adopted, they might still be subject to chal­ 
lenge through the courts — a process that 
could take years. 
Still pending before the high court is a suit 
to make the 30 Nixon tapes played at the 
W atergate cover-up trial available for 
copying, sale and broadcast. Public access 
to those tapes, however, is included with the 
other m aterials covered in today’s decision. 
There was nc comment immediately from 
Nixon or his lawyers, 
F orm er 
Special 
P ro sec u to r 
Leon 
Jaworski, who argued the case for the 
government before the Supreme Court, 
said, “The United States government paid 


for the installation of the devices that 
resulted in the tape recordings, paid for the 
m aterial that was used” and therefore the 
m aterials belong to the people. 
Nixon has had access to all the material 
for use in writing his memoirs and Jaworski 
said he felt that was appropriate. But, he 
added, “ I think that the titles to them as 
well as the control and supervision of their 
use should be exercised by the govern­ 
m ent.” 
The decision is a victory for the gover­ 
nment, which has fought for the last three 
years to hold on to the nearly 5,000 hours of 
tape recordings and the millions of pages of 
documents. 
Specifically, the court’s m ajority ruled 


that the law passed by Congress to prevent 
Nixon from taking the tapes and documents 
with him 
to San Clemente after his 
resignation on Aug 9, 1974 did not violate 
the doctrine of separation of powers bet­ 
ween the branches of government, did not 
violate Nixon’s privilege of confidentiality 
or his right to privacy. 
The court also said the law was not a "bill 
of attainder” — an individualized penalty 
imposed by a legislature rather than a 
court. 
Justice William J. Brennan wrote the 
' court’s m ajority opinion, joined by Justices 
Potter Stewart, Thurgood Marshall and 
John Paul Stevens 
Justices Byron R. White, Lewis F. Powell 


and Harry A. Blackmun joined most parts 
of the decision. 
Chief Justice W arren E. Burger and 
Justice William H. Rehrxjuist dissented. 


Among the almost 900 reels of tape 
covered by the court’s decision are the now- 
famous 30 tapes which helped force Nixon 
from office in disgrace in the wake of the 
W atergate scandals. The 30 tapes were used 
at the W atergate cover-up trial of Nixon’s 
closest aides. 


Nixon estim ates that of the 42 million 
pages of documents held by the government 
— at the White House and the National 
Records Center in Suitland, Md — he 


personally wrote or reviewed some 200,000 
pages. 
The tapes now will remain with the 
government until archivists sift through 
them to determine which can be released to 
the public and which may be returned to 
Nixon. The tapes include conversations in 
the White House Oval Office, the Cabinet 
Room, 
the Lincoln Sitting Room and 
Nixon’s offices at the Executive Office 
Building and Camp David in Mary land. 
Congress passed the 
1974 law after 
determining that Nixon was not a reliable 
custodian for the documents and tapes

FREEDOM FROM SMUT 
The so-called victimless crimes of pornography and 
prostitution are turning out to be not so victimless after 
all. 
The situation is most acute in New York, the city that 
epitomizes so much that is good and bad in American 
society. The Times Square area, especially, has become 
the world’s greatest center of sex for sale. If the visitor’s 
eyes are not assailed by theater marquees and peepshow 
signs promising the utmost in salacious entertainment, 
his person is accosted by brazen ladies of the evening — 
or morning or afternoon. 
While it may be true that pornography and prostitution 
are victimless in that no one is forced to patronize either 
product or service, it is also true that Times Square has 
been turned into a physically and spiritually blighted 
area and that there are, indeed, victims — the citizens 
whose right NOT to be affronted by these activities is 
being grievously 
violated. The same problem is 
emerging to a lesser degree in other large cities. 
It is ironic that only a few years ago, the guardians of 
the public morality diligently prosecuted anyone they 
could find secretly enjoying a dirty book, even in the 
privacy of his own home. Today, the authorities seem 
utterly paralyzed whr 
* ?omes to controlling v/ie in­ 
creasingly blatant public exploitation of sex. We have 
carried Supreme Court interpretations of the First 
Amendment right of free speech and press to a ridiculous 
extreme. 
It need not be, says a distinguished legal authority. In 
the matter of pornography, at least, there could be a 
compromise which protects the rights of those who want 
to view or read it as well as the rights of those who don’t. 
Writing 
in 
Atlantic magazine, attorney Charles 
Rembar says that the courts should be guided by the 
constitutional right of privacy, which includes the right 
to be let alone. “Exhibition inside theaters is in thi* sense 
private; no one is compelled to enter. The same t 
oooks 
and magazines, no one is forced to read there 
“But once the stuff spills onto the strer 
- vu theater 
marquees or posters, in storefront windows or newstand 
displays — the privacy of those '■'’•♦side is assaulted... If 
the people wish to forbid public e 
• *ion which dismays 
some of those who are trying to enjo., *heir clear right to 
use the streets and sidewalks free of assault, there is no 
First Amendment reason that ought to stand in the way.” 
First Amendment handwringers might pay some at­ 
tention to Rembar. It was he who won the landmark legal 
battles which freed “Lady Chatterley’s Lover” and 
“Fanny 4ill” (how innocent they now seem) from the 
Rembar, also recommends that we discard the term 
“obscene” for legal purposes altogether, since it carries 
an impossible burden of passionate conviction from both 
sides and diverts attention from real issues. 
But while so many things once considered to be “ob­ 
scene" have been found to be protected by the First 
Amendment, he adds that this does not mean that the 
flow of expression cannot be channeled. Even our most 
liberal Supreme Court justices have agreed that the First 
Amendment is not infringed by laws that seek to 
safeguard children or to prevent unwanted displays to a 
captive audience, or to distinguish between expression 
and action. 
“The control of conduct has never been restricted by 
the First Amendment. Indeed, the control of conduct is 
the primary business of government.” 
In New York, says Rembar, 42nd Street constitutes a 
public nuisance. No need to cogitate and strain over 
whether the displays are obscene. What is thrust upon 
the passerby can be regulated because the citizens feel it 
is disagreeable or offensive or unhealthy — “that is, if 
there are enough such citizens so that under our 
democratic process they constitute a majority.”

hearings recently in Des Moines 
on a proposal to levy taxes on 
barges for their use of the inland 
rivers 
The proposed fees would be 
similar in concept to highway 
user fees levied through license 
plates, fuel tax and toll orads in 
which the users pay for the

and 
bridges. Iowa is thinking of a 3- 
cent per gallon fuel tax on 
barges and a $32 toll each time a 
barge passes through an inland 
waterway locking system 
W’hile such fees would have to

C ongress, 
which has 
final 
authority 
over 
the 
inland 
waterways, Iowa is trying to use 
its proposal as a springboard to 
a large study that would apply 
nationwide.

Energy ratings 
find a home 
Nine out of 10 prospective 
home buyers today ask about 
the heating and electricity costs 
of homes they are shown, ac­ 
cording to a survey of 200 
m em bers 
of 
the 
N ational 
Association of Realtors. 
At first sight, the only sur­ 
prising thing about this is that 
the figure is not 10 out of 10. 
But the survey, which was 
conducted for Owens-Corning 
Fiberglas Corp. by Marsteller 
Research, also found that while 
almost every home buyer in 
every income range is greatly 
concerned about fuel and utility 
bills, surprisingly few ask about 
the 
specific 
energy-saving 
features a house might have. 
What this means, says Owens- 
Corning vice president Guy O. 
Mabry, is 
that home buyers 
need 
to 
be taught how 
to 
evaluate 
a 
home's 
energy- 
saving potential and to ask 
questions that in the long run 
could save them substantial 
amounts of money. 
For instance, questions about 
the kind of heating system, type 
of fuel needed, whether the 
house is equipped with double­ 
pane or storm windows, etc. 
Something that could greatly 
assist home buyers, especially 
buyers of new homes is what 
Mabry calls an EPM (energy - 
per-month) rating for houses, 
much like the MPG (miles-per-

The most recent showed 72 per 
cent opposed, with only 17 per 
cent in favor, and 11 per cent 
expressing no opinion. 
Even a majority of union 
members, 54 per cent, said they 
were against giving a union the 
power to shut down an entire 
construction project when it had 
a quarrel with only a single 
subcontractor 
Encouraged by these findings, 
the construction industry and 
the Right-to-Work Committee 
launched a campaign, calling on 
the public to make its voice 
heard And the public did. 
Democrats who had given IOUs 
to organized labor and were 
expected to vote in favor of the 
bill switched As Rep John Ash- 
brook. R-Ohio, said later: “They 
clearly didn’t want to walk the 
plank on this one ” 
Rep Frank Thompson Jr., D-

Bootlegging 
Is Growing Business

WASHINGTON - The des­ 
perate sear“'* for a cancer 
cure has pr *. -ed a bootleg 
business in I*» . le. an amber- 
colored extract of apricot pits, 
which the federal government 
h a s b an n ed a s a qu ack 
medicine 
The soaring demand has at­ 
tracted profiteers seeking to 
line their pockets by pandering 
to anguished cancer victims 
According to a confidential 
House report Laetrile now has 
a higher mark-up than heroin 
Of all the Laetrile bootleg­ 
gers, the must worrisome is a 
band of anarchists who call 
themselves Posse Comm i tat us 
(Latin for “Power of the Coun­ 
ty"). They don’t recognize the 
federal government, refuse to 
pay taxes and. in moments of 
high passion, advocate the 
assassination of federal offi­ 
cia ls. Som e of the m ore 
dem onstrative have already 
assaulted tax collectors and 
are on the run from police war­ 
rants 
T hese v ig ila n te s run a 
Laetrile factory in Manitowoc, 
Wis The workers wear pistols 
strapped to their belts in open 
view Two were arrested for 
refusing entry to federal in­ 
spectors 
The authorities, nevertheless, 
confiscated 12 tons of apricot 


kernels and 100,000 unfilled 
drug capsules. Federal in­ 
vestigators estimate the plant 
could supply enough Laetrile 
for 6,000 people a day 
Even more disturbing, the 
Posse members are using their 
ille g a l L aetrile profits to 
purchase weapons. They have 
stockpiled large caches, ac­ 
c o r d i n g to g o v e r n m e n t 
sources, of guns and ammuni­ 
tion. 
A confidential memo, pre­ 
pared for Rep Henry Waxman, 
D -Calif., claim s that other 
profiteers are also cashing in 
on the controversial cancer 
drug “Several of the Laetrile 
proponents have been involved 
in various stock swindles," the 
memo charges. "Their interest 
in 
L a e t r i l e 
i s 
n o t 
humanitarian ” 
One of these entrepreneurs is 
A n d r e w 
M cN a u g h to n , 
a 
former arms merchant, who 
promotes drugs around the 
w o r l d . 
M c N a u g h t o n 
acknowledged to us that he has 
been convicted of a stock swin 
die in Canada but insisted he is 
innocent. The case is now 
under review. 
Another Laetrile promoter is 
Ernest Krebs Jr., the son of the 
man who discovered the drug 
in 1950 Krebs Jr was con­ 
victed in 1961 of illegally pro­ 


moting another drug. Vitamin 
B-15, to improve the perfor­ 
mance of race horses. Krebs 
told us he did not promote the 
vitamin and insisted that 
“neither my father nor myself 
have received one cent from 
Laetnie " 
The House memo cites the 
scientific evidence against 
Laetnie, noting that “purity 
and safety may vary" Subs 
ta n ces sold on the black 
market for huge profits may 
not be pure Laetrile, it adds 
Yet despite the warnings of 
the white-coated experts, thou­ 
sands of cancer sufferers con­ 
tinue to turn to Laetrile as 
some sort of mystical cure. The 
congressional analysts concede 
that there are arguments in 
f a v o r of L a e t r i l e 
T hey 
acknowledge that cancer vic­ 
tims have little to lose and 
perhaps should be allowed to 
take whatever medication they 
want 
H ow ever, " p atien ts m ay 
forego orthodox treatment and 
take Laetrile until their cancer 
is loo advanced to treat" the 
memo warns Rep Waxman, 
who is fighting its legalization 
in California, told us he is try­ 
ing to save cancer patients 
from becom ing “victim s of 
quackery ’’ 
The first real victim, tra­ 
gically, was 10-month-old 
Elizabeth Hankin of Attica, 
N Y , who died of cyanide 
poisoning after taking an over­ 
dose of her father’s Laetrile 
pills She has become the first 
casualty a in bitter war be 
tween the medical establish 
ment and Laetrile advocates.

Mystery disease hits farmer 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo. (AP) — A fanner who may have picked 
up bacteria while pitching hay has become the second confirmed 
victim of the mysterious Legionnaire’e disease in Missouri. 
'Die unidentified Douglas County man is recovering at St. 
John's Hospital, and state health officials plan to examine his 
family for further traces of the disease that killed 29 persons at 
an American Legion convention in Philadelphia last year. 
The farmer was hospitalized in Springfield' May 31, con- 
plaining of chills and fever. Pneumonia set in and attending 
physicians noted many symptoms similar to the mysterious 
disease. 
Tests were sent to the National Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, and confirmation of the disease was received by state 
health officials Monday. 
Health officials are now checking to see if there is any con­ 
nection between the Douglas County victim and a St. Louis man 
who was hospitalized for nine days after contracting the disease. 


Stolen Rembrandt recovered 


BUFFALO (AP) —The FBI has recovered a stolen Rembrandt 
painting, arrested two prominent Buffalo officials and extended a 
crime and corruption investigation to six other states, agents 
say 
Federal, state and local investigators operated video-tape 
cameras in a store where an FBI informer bought stolen goods 
for 15 months, leading to the arrests and extending the probe, 
according to FBI and local officials. 
Hie informer has been given a new identity and is no longer in 
Buffalo, officials add. 
Twenty-three persons, including the Democratic majority 
leader of the Erie County Legislature and an assistant district 
attorney, were arraigned on state and federal charges, including 
burglary, grand larceny, robbery, arson and possession and 
transportation of stolen goods. 
Police valued the recovered stolen property at 1500,000, in­ 
cluding the $250,000 Rembrandt painting,“Le Rabbin” or The 
Rabbi, that was taken from The Leon Bonnat Museum in 
Bayonne, France, in 1971 


State seeks to block cutoff 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — State officials have gone to 
court to stop the federal government from withholding $1.5 
million in Medicaid funds from Missouri 
Atty. Gen John Ashcroft and officials of the state Department 
of Social Services filed the suit in federal court on Monday, 
asking that the U.S. Department of Health, Educabon and 
Welfare be prohibited from carrying out its threat and that the 
proposed action be declared unlawful. 
Earlier this month, HEW notified state Social Services Di­ 
rector James Walsh that the state’ quarterly Medicaid allotment 
in July would be cut by $1 5 million. 
HEW Secretary Joseph Califano said the reduction was a 
penalty for the state’s failure to comply with federal require­ 
ments that it review annually the quality of care provided in 
nursing homes Missouri was among 19 states reportedly notified 
of the penalty assessments 


Holiday toll may top 500 


CHICAGO CAP) — The National Safety Council estim ates that

JEFFERSON CITY - The 
rail industry has been eclipsed 
in recent years by the trucking 
industry, but the rails still

“Railroad companies are 
diversifying, they’re trying to 
get out of the rail tran­ 
sportation business as best 
they can,” Morse said. The 
I C C. is currently involved in 
an investigation of the extent 
to which conglomerates may 
be siphoning profits off their 
rail interests and investing 
that money in other areas. 
Broad federal regulation of 
the rail industry, though, has 
hurt investment and ultimate 
growth, said David Blodgett, 
assistant 
director 
of 
the 
railroads for the Missouri 
D e p a rtm e n t 
of 
T ra n ­ 
sportation. 
Blodgett believes, however, 
the rail companies are not 
looking for an easy way out of 
the transportation business 
but are looking for outside 
help to make the rails an at­ 
tractive investment. 
“ Many 
railroads 
have 


diversified into non-rail areas 
where a reasonable rate of 
return can be made,” Blodgett 
said. “The industry as a whole 
mas not earned a 4 per cent 
return on investment since the 
1950’s. Even savings accounts 
pay more. 
“The best way to encourage 
railroads capable of providing 
the service the public needs is 
to create an environment 
which would encourage in­ 
vestment. This would include 
more equal 
treatment 
by 
government in the regulation 
and 
promotion 
of 
tran ­ 
sportation 
facilities 
and 
service,” he said. 
Blodgett said he would like 
to see new attitudes toward 
rail taxation and the operation 
of uneconomical branch lines. 
Morse believes tight fedejal 
regulation has kept the rail 
industry from manipulating 
rates to diminish competition. 


“You’ve got to ask yourself 
what brought the I.C.C. into 


existence,” Morse said. “It 
wasn’t bom out of someone’s 
imagination. The rails took 
advantage of the public years 
ago. If you gave them the 


power to raise and lower their 
own rates, they would price 
the truckers out of business. 
I’ve seen it happen too many 
times.” He said once com­ 
petition had been minimized, 
the railroads would return to 
higher rates.

patently offensive by contempo­ 
rary community standards.” 
Uncle Charlie, of course, is 
the Federal Communications 
Commission to CBers 
Use of indecent language is 
one of six "trigger" violations 
that determine his priorities in 
enforcing FCC regulations on 
the C'B airwaves 
Actually, indecent language 
is lumped with obscenity and 
profanity in that “ trigger” vio­ 
lation 
But Deputy Chief Janies C. 
McKinney of the F ield Oper­ 
ations Bureau, the FCC’s en­ 
forcement arm, says the last 
two 
violations 
seldom 
are 
among Uncle Charlie's cita­ 
tions 
“ Profanity is not a viable 
term when it comes to broad 


castin g .” 
McKinney 
says 
"There’s never been a court 
case won on the basis of pro­ 
fanity So while it appears in 
the law, it's never enforced ’’ 
McKinney says the obscenity 
charge seldom is made because 
it’s definition will vary from lo­ 
cal court to local court 
“ 'Hell' and 'damn' have nev­ 
er been considered anything 
we'd 
take 
action 
on.” 
McKinney says. “ We’re talking 
about really severe gutter lan­ 
guage." 
The FCC usually can count 
on help from the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation in enforc 
ing its tun on indecent lan­ 
guage 
"We can deal with it adminis­ 
tratively by fines of up to $500 
a day and revocation of licens­ 
es," 
McKinney 
says. 
"But 
more likely the violator will be 
taken 
to 
(federal) 
district 
court” 
In addition to violating FCC 
rules, use of indecent language 
on the air is a criminal offense 
subject to a year in jail and a 
$10,000 fine McKinney says jail 
sentences no longer are rare 


In fact, an Indianapolis man 
was sentented to the full year 
in jail earlier this year by a 
U.S. District Court judge on 
charges including the broadcast 
of indecent language Witnesses 
had testified that 
his radio 
transmissions were heard on 
television sets, radios and tele­ 
phones in his neighborhood 
"U S attorneys tend to want 
to prosecute violators" because 
of the volume of complaints 


they generate. McKinney ex 
plains. 


"If we get one man spouting 
off with a considerable amount 
of indecent language, we hear 
about it almost immediately 
and in great numbers ” 


So, when a complaint reaches 
the FCC or the U S attorney, 
it's usually turned over to the 
FBI which works with FCC 
agents in tindi.ig the offender

M aster Charge, the nation's 
largest bank card, had 14.4 mil­ 
lion women cardholders in 1976, 
up 12.5 per cent from 12.8 mil­ 
lion in 1974. 
And Lea Ann Van Houten of 
Visa, formerly known as Bank

Women already make a m a­ 
jority of the country’s credit 
purchases, according to Associ­ 
ated Credit Bureaus, Inc. Until

Since lenders traditionally re­ 
ported to credit bureaus on 
joint accounts in the husband's 
name only, a woman who was

All that is changing, thanks 


to new laws and the increased 
number of working women who 
have more money of their own 
to spend. The Equal Credit Op­ 
portunity Act, passed in 1974, 
prohibited lenders from dis­ 
criminating on the basis of sex 
or m arital status. A provision 
that took effect June 1 requires 
information on joint accounts 
used by both spouses to be re­ 
ported to credit agencies in the 
names of both husband and 
wife. 
For new accounts, the dual 
reporting will be automatic. 
For existing accounts, the lend­ 
er is required to send notices to 
all account holders by Oct. 1, 
advising them that they have 
the right to dual listing If you 
want a joint account listed in 
both names, simply fill in the 
form and return it to the credit­ 
or.

Com­ 
mercial Credit Corp., a Balti­ 
more-based company with be­ 
tween 800 and 900 offices in 47 
states, reported that women ac­

Authorities and lenders stress 
that the new laws do not guar­ 
antee credit to anyone; they 
simply guarantee equal oppor­ 
tunity.

The justices voted 5-4 to let 
law yers advertise their fees for 
routine services such as d raw ­ 
ing up wills and handling un­ 
contested divorces

scribed its decision as a boon 
for consum ers, arguing that it 
serves no purpose to deny indi­ 
viduals the inform ation con­ 
tained in law yers’ ads.
